U.S. to Investigate 
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CHICAGO, March 22— A 
federal grand jury will begin 
investigation Thursday of alle- 
gations of vote fraud in the II- 
liois primary election, James 
R. Thompson, U.S. attorney 
for the northern district of Il- 
linois announced today. 

Thompson said the grand 
jury action was approved by 
the criminal division of the 
Justice Department The divi- 
sion instructed him to con- 
tinue the probe beyond the 
term of the March panel if 
necessary. 

He predicted the jury would 
“probably not be able to com- 
plete its job of. hearing evi- 
dence before the month ends.” 

Coming under federal scru- 
tiny are more than 100 com- 
plaints involving possible vio- 
lations of several federal elec- 
tion laws including prohibition 
of chain voting in the easting 
of ballots for non-existent per- 
sons, Otherwise known as 
“ghost voting.” 

The Justice Department 
complaints are separate from 
more than 450 complaints re- 
ceived by the Cook County 
state’s attorney’s office yester- 
day. These allegations led to 
the arrest of 25 persons, in- 
cluding 13 polling place 
judges. 

State’s attorney' police also 
impounded several voting ma- 
chines, which allegedly regis- 
tered higher vote totals than 
voter applications would war- 
rant. . , 


The Cook County state’s at- 
torney is Edward V. Hanra- 
han,. who, while under indict- 
ment for obstructing justice in 
connection with a fatal 1969 
police raid on Black Panther 
Party headquarters, • scored a 
stunning upset primary vic- 
tory for renomination yester- 
day. He defeated Mayor Dal- 
ey’s usually reliable Demo- 
cratic machine in athree-way 
primary battle. 

Virtually all of the state’s 
attorney’s arrests were made 
in havily black wards where 
prodigous majorities are tradi- 
tionally recorded for machine 
candidates. ; 

In addition to chain ballot- 
ing and ghost voting, Thomp- 
son said the federal investiga- 
tion would include areas of.il- 
legal assistance to voters, in- 
timidation of voters and candi- 
dates, vote buying, and “any 
act which dilutes the affect of 
anyone’ else’s vote. 

The charges against election 
judges and precinct workers 
by the state’s attorney’s office 
range from illegal vote buying 
to tampering with election ma- 
chines and voter intimidation. 
Some of those charged were 
arraigned today and released 
on $1,000 bonds. 

Five election judges were 
arrested in one westside ward 
where machines showed 130 
more votes cast than there, 
were applicants for ballots. At 
the time of the finding, the 
polling place had been open, 
less than two hours.
